I am writing this in those last desperate wall-enclosing 
moments experienced by only those awaiting a death 
sentence and editors trying to meet a loomin black dead- 
line: 

This yearbook does not, of course, contain all the 
events, occurrances and goings on of Lakeview for to 
chronicle all these, an encyclopedia, not a single book 
would be required. I hope that this book captures the 
spirit of the year 1964 and if it does, it has accomplished 
that which we, the yearbook staff hoped, tried to do. 


I would like to thank all those who worked on the 
book. At times the whole thing seemed rather useless 
and meaningless but I'm sure that when it comes out all 
those hours will seem worthwhile. Thanks again to all 
those without whom the ''Lion's Roar '64'' could never 
have been published. 
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This night is, for us, the graduating students of 1963-'64, a night of 
joy, and yet a night of sadness. The time has come for last good-byes- 

a time that none of us has truly anticipated; therefore ''with one auspicious 
and one dropping eye,'' we pause for a few moments to look back before 
going on. 

Lakeview High School! There are so many memories here; that first 
trembling day in Grade Nine, the heroic seniors we worshipped-dreaming 
that one day we might be in their places. We have been, and we are! We 
remember football games, basketball matches, volleyball contests--each 
team representing the Blue and White at its best--humble in victory, strong 
in defeat.

There were no longer other students on whom we could depend 
to arrange the dances or tutor the junior students seeking extra aid. These 
tasks had passed to us. We were the seniors. It was a thought that took 
some getting used to. We also discovered that being a senior was not all 
it was ''cracked up to be.'' Our private little worlds were expanding be- 
yond our school and homes, to our community, our province, our country. 
Indeed, the world itself was greeting us with responsibility that we had 
always considered reserved for adults. In fact, we had begun to grow up. 
And there were those who felt it was about time! 

I began by saying we would take a brief look back before turning to the 
new roads. They are many. Some of us are going out for the first time 
into the competitive world of work, some are going on to take specialized 
training in preparation for such careers as nursing or teaching; and others 
stand on the threshold of terms of three, four, seven, eight years of study 
at the universities. We know your best wishes go with us, and we vow to 
do our best. We will endeavour to do well at the work ahead and we will 
endeavour to be good citizens. Among the many lessons Lakeview High 
has taught us perhaps this one penned so eloquently by Earnest Hemingway 
should stand as the most important. 

''No man is an island entire of itself.

A part of the main. 

Any man's death diminishes me 

Because I am involved in mankind, and; therefore, 

Never sent to know for whom the bell tolls-- 

It tolls for thee!"

The man turned to me, 
and with an almost dismayed, yet incapacitated expression of sorrow informed me of 
something he thought warm, human, wonderful. The China-man it seems looked up at 
him, mopping his bloodied cheek, then, bending his head to the ground, througha
